There have been wonderful changes in 
many States—notably in New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana, Ohio, Lllinois and West 
Virginia. 

In New York the Democrats lost fourteen 
Congressmen, and in West Virginia, William 
L. Wilson, whose name is attached tothe 


Democratic tariff bill passed by the last Con- 
gress, is thought to have been beaten. 

In Kansas Jerry Simpson, the Populist, 
has been voted out by the Republicans. 

Lafe lI’snce, the Colorado Populist, is 
beater. The Popalists generally seem to 
have shared the fate of the Democrats in 
Congressional districts. There are twelve 
Populists In the present Congress, while 
that party seems to have chosen but four 
members of the Fifty-third House.

Walff, the Republican 
nominee for State Treasurer, will probably 
havea plurality of nearly 12, 000 iu the city 
and 18, 000. in the eounty, while State returns 
will almost certainly swell the total to 40, 000, 
while more enthusiastic Republicans say the 
Ogures will reach 75,000. 

Unless returns in Cook County are changed 
the Republiecarms have carried it, and have 
made such legislative gains that it seems 
safe tocldim that body forthe Republieans 
dy a good working majority. It also looks 
as if Cook nad elected five out of seven Re- 
publican Congressmen. 

It was Claimed that several prominent Re- 
publicans of this city willbe aspirants for 
the succession of Senator Callom. Among 
the names mentioned ia this connection 
were those of W. J. Campbell, Jeseph Medill, 
Col. George R. Davis and W. E. Mason. The 
Populists will not have a representative in 
elther branch of the Legislature. Of the 
twelve Senators chosen in Cook County the 
Democrats have apparently elected five and 
the Republicans seven.

CHIBASE SWINE. 


One ef the Mest Petent Blements in Our 
Improv.ad Breeds. 


The American swine of to-day are very 
different from their English ancestors who 
a few centuries ago constituted one of 
the chief sources of British wealth. The 
improvement in the race is largely due to 
the introduction of the Chinese and Nea- 
politan breeds. The crossing of the for- 
mer upon the English hog has resulted in 


the production of the Berkshire, Essex, 
Poland China, Small Yorkshire and Suf- 
folk breeds. 

The Chinese hog is remarkably prepotent, 
as is shown by the tendency of the modern 
breeds to revert to the original type. This 
is doubtless owing to the many centuries 
of in-breeding which have so firmly fixed 
its characteristics. e of the most im- 
portant of these is its propensity to fat- 
en under the most adverse circumstances.

His Tragedy, The Heuse ef Aden, Ne- 
jeeted by John Kemble.

anxious to bring out 
the play at Drury Lane, and promised to 


appear in it with the great Mrs. Siddons, 
But great objections appeared to this pro- 
posal. There was danger that the main- 
spring of the story—the binding engage- 
ments formed By members of the Seeret Tri- 
bunal—might not be sufficientiy felt by, an 
Engiish audience, to whom the nature of 
that singularly mysterious institution was 
unknown jfrom early . as tion. There 
was, also, according to’ John Kemble’s ex- 
perienced oninien, too much blood, too much 
ofthe dire catastrophe of Tom Thumb“ 
and Hamlet, when almest ali the char- 
acters Gie on the stage. It was, besides, es- 
teemed perilous to place the fifth act and the 
parade and show of the secret conclave at 
the mercy of underlings and scene-shifters, 
who, by a ridiculous motion, gesture, or ac- 
cident, might turn seriousness and gravity 
into farce. 

Sir Walter Scott willingly acquiesced inthis 
reasoning, ano never afterwards made any 
attempt to gain the honorsof dramatic au- 
thorship and the glory of the stage.

A Black Bear Found imbedded in a Block 
of Ice.

“While at Birch Creek,” said Mr. Ober- 
lander, “I was informed of the discovery of 
a wonderful cave by 4 miner named Schu- 
mann. I was unable to visit the cave, 
which is located forty miles above Master- 
dan Creek.

THEY LOVED ROIS, 


Literary Men Who Did Not Dislike a Big 
Turmoil. 
From the Chambers Journal, 

All that concerns the men and women who 
give distinction to their day is of interest to 
those who admire, criticise and perhaps 
envy their achievements. A special and 
legitimate curiosity is felt in reference to 
the conditions under which success is won. 
Glimpses are occasionally given into the 
methods of eminent toilers, and a wonderful 
variety is revealed. It is at least plain that 


no guide book to gréat performances—the 
anxious author can have his choice of sev- 
eral—will determine the point where ex- 
actly the best results are to be obtained. 
One man’s help is another’s hindrance. 
Many famous writers, for instance, have 
only been able to perfect their thoughts in 
silence and seclusion, But there have also 
been those who could work in the midst of 
babel and defy distraction. Jane Austen 
whose unpretentious Canvases are full of 
some of the most lifelike portraits in fiction, 
was never in the habit of seeking solitude to 
compose. She wrote sitting in the family 
circle and under perpetual risk of interrup- 
tion. It Was the same with a successful 
lady novelist happily still_living. 

Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe wrote her 
best-known story on a plain pine table, by 
the aid of an evening lamp,.in a tiny wooden 
house in Maine. About Her were gathered 
children of various ages, conning their les- 
sons or at play, and never guessing what a 
treasure mine of excitement was omens 
into existence for other young people in 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ A large part of the 
“Roman History“ of Dr. Arnold was com- 
posed under similar circumstances, Dean 
Stanley has sketched the Rugby study, 
where Arnold sat at his work, “‘with no at- 
tempt at seclusion, conversation going on 
around him—his ehildren playing in the 
room—his N guests, whether friends 
or former pupils, coming in or out at will.“ 
Thomas Lovell Beddoes, a poet of luxuriant 
fancy and true genius, though much ne- 

lected, also found a stimulus to the creat- 
ve faculty of his muse in working in play- 
ful and even noisy company. Such cases 
recall the story of the learned man of Pa- 
dua, who asstired Montaigne that he actu- 
ally needed to be hemmed in by uproar be- 
fore 9 to study.

It Has Practically Disappeared From the 
English Languages. 
Prom the London Eveniag Standard. 

The peculiarities of English speech at the 
present day are so many and so odd that thay 
furnish a topic, not only for the study and 
the lecture-room, but oven for the tea · table. 
Quite young people, not very brilliant, can 
make curious discoveries in that field, and 
the mildest of curates can tell stories; but 
the pecullarity most significant of all is com- 


monly unnoticed. Alone among European 
tongues, ours has discarded the second 
person singular. It has

the elder generation use it as freely 
almost as ever—so freely, in fact, that the 
distinctions which it was framed to express 
are lest. Anyway. the end is in sight. The 
Deard schoolmaster may be trusted to root 
out that ‘‘vulgarism,’’ for we have reached 
Sicha height of gentility that thou“ and 
**thee’’ are vulgar beyond dispute. Those 
who lament the change most earnestly can- 
not deny it. But very few are constiotis of 
any loss. We should all be shocked beyond 
expression if ‘‘you’’ were substituted fer 
**thou’’ in the service of the church, or, in- 
dee, in eg prayer, butthe moral which 
that feeling indicates does not strike the 
public. It is clear, nevertheless. 

The second persorgz plural cannot express 
deep and solemn feelings when used toward 
an individual or toward an abstraction. It 
lowers the tome to chmmonplace forthwith. 
And that apparently was the reason why it 
feil into disuse, if the Puritans be res si- 
bie for the change, as is generally assumed.
